ilies are in actual need of tho necessa- 
ries of life, and that the township ic 
not an exception to this state of affairs, 
uovernor Stoel further stated that the 
Legislature will bo unable to comply 
with tho demands of the needy, and he 
asks the President to call thn attention 
of Congress to the condition of his peo- 
ple 


The President states that he is led to 


believe from other sources that the 
Governor is altogether right, and that 
unless relief U afforded widespread suf- 
fering will result 
fho people, 
he 


says have expended all tbclr money In 
traveling, and tho crop prospects are 
poor 
"I am advised," ho says, "that 


there is an unexpended balance of about 
f-tS.OOO of the fund appropriated for the 
relief of the sufferers by flood upon the 
Mississippi river and its tributaries, 
and I locommond that authority be 
given to use this fund to meet the most 
urgent necessities of tho poorer people 
in Oklahoma. Steps have been taken to 
ascertain moiepaiticulaily thocondition 
of tho people throughout tho Territory, 
and if a larger relief should soom to be 
necessary, tho facts «ill bo summitted 
to Congress "

Then, too, nature is not to be merely 
photographed, but a mirror is to be lic-M 
up to reflect the likeness and at times 
tin- unties of human nature; 1 ut it must 
be a magic mirror, that shall have just 
such a power of artful distortion in it as 
that we shall never ourselves be hurt to 
think we jx'rceive onr own lineaments 
disfigured or our own motions mocked. 
Finally, there must be some sort of elec- 
riuistn—a picking out of the salient 
xrintH of human nature, an intensifica- 
ion and on enhancement. It is clear 
hero must lie this, for the realism loving 
uidiences could not stand the pointless 
md long winded talk of ordinary men 


women.—Fortnightly Review.
